HOW WE CAN HELP 


“WHILE I was waiting for an

In this country several local groups 
have already been formed to give 
steady help during the coming months. 
Birmingham’s contribution has now 
reached nearly £1,000. Carlisle has 
sent to the Friends’ Service Council 
£100 and despatched a lorry, filled 
with food, to Spain. Watford has a 
Town's Committee, with the Mayor 
as chairman. 

If any readers can arrange ap- 
peal meetings every effort will be 
made by the Friends’ Service 
Council (Friends House, Euston 
Road, London, N.W.1) to send a 
speaker with first-hand knowledge. 

Professor Brocca, the representative 
of the War Resisters’ International in 
Spain, has furnished two houses in 
Valencia, which are used as “clearing 
houses” for refugees from Madrid. 

Extremely careful plans have been 
made in order to give assistance to the 
civil, non-combatant population, along 
the following lines: 

1. Always having lodgings available 
for those who arrive in Valencia un- 
expectedly and for whom official 
arrangements cannot immediately be 
made. 

2. Giving food and clothing to these 
people and to others in similar need. 

3. Establishing a net of friendly 
correspondents in Madrid and 
neighbouring towns to distribute 
parcels of food to the most neces- 
sitous cases. 

4. Cooperating where there is need 
in some specific work organized by 
other institutions, such as canteens for 
children in certain districts, the ap- 
pointment of guardians, and the find- 
ing of homes for abandoned children. 

5. Intensifying the journeys nor- 
mally being made to the areas 
where most refugees are sheltering, 
in order to investigate the most ur- 
gent need and to attend to it as 
far as possible.

SPANIARDS FACING A FOOD 


SHORTAGE 


Latin-American Support 
From Our Special Correspondent 


CASTELLON-DE-LA-PLANA, 
January 27. 


CONVOY of 22 buses con- 

taining food, petrol, and to- 
bacco, consigned to the republi- 
can troops by the International 
Federation of Syndicalists has 
just reached Valencia. 


As it passed through Barcelona, the 
secretary in charge distributed 10,000 
packages of chocolate to refugee 
children. 

One cannot but wonder why choco- 
late was chosen. This view is sup- 
ported in a very able article written 
by a Barcelona doctor, who appeals 
urgently to the whole nation to stop 
importing tobacco, coffee, and cocoa, 
and concentrate on wheat and potatoes 
—on economic as well as dietetic 
grounds. 

A number of Spanish families living 
in Cuba have offered to adopt Span- 
ish war-orphans. A Catalan club in 
Uruguay is to ask the Catalan Gov- 
ernment to send a team of speakers, 
with propaganda material, to tour 
South America. The Spanish colony 
in Chile has organized an anti-fascist 
propaganda campaign. 

Several papers draw attention to 
the condition of insurgent prisoners 
captured recently in Madrid by thie 


Republicans. They were hungry and 
emaciated and their clothing was 
ragged. 


If front-line troops are in that state, 
one wonders what can be the plight 
of the civilian population in territory 
occupied by Franco’s followers. 


IS A “RAPID END” 
POSSIBLE °? 


HE Madrid Correspondent of 

The Times (in a message pub- 
lished on Tuesday) reported that 
there was 


“some expectation that Senor 
Martinez Barrio, one of the 
most level-headed and moderate 
as well as experienced of the Re- 
publican leaders,” might find the 
means “of defining a _ position 
and outlining a conduct which 
would lead toward the rapid end 
of a conflict which, against our 
will and against our sentiments, 
leads Spaniard to fight Spaniard,” 
as a leading article in E/ Liberal had 
put it. 


Whatever official action this may 
foreshadow, organizations interested, 
for religious or other reasons, in the 
achievement of a condition of true 
and just peace in Spain are continu- 
ing to put forward proposals to attain 
this end. 

The Executive Committee of the 
International Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation, for example, has suggested 
the following programme as one be- 
hind which such organizations could 
be united: 


1. An armistice, concluded as soon 
as possible. 


2. The immediate cessation of all 
foreign aid, whether in men or in 
material, to both parties to the con- 
flict, the proper execution of this 
measure being assured by inter- 
national control. 


3. Some form of popular consul- 
tation, under the guarantee of the 
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League of Nations. =— 
“It seems certain,” adds the com- S| Reflexions and 


mittee, ‘that these measures will 
sooner or later become indispensable 
if the Spanish war is not to degenerate 
into a world war.” 


INSPECTION PLAN 


Meanwhile a certain amount of 
progress is being made in the official 
attempt to prevent intervention in the 
war, although the attitude of the Por- 
tuguese Government to any control 
scheme may be somewhat uncertain. 

Schemes providing for the inspection 
at neutral ports of ships bound for 
Spain, and for the supervision of such 
vessels outside territorial waters by 
naval patrols, were considered by the 
chairman’s sub-committee of the 
Non - Intervention Committee on 
Thursday of last week. 

A further Note sent by the British 
Government last week to France, 
Germany, Italy, Portugal, and Russia, 
observed that a further measure of 
agreement had been reached regarding 
the various questions relating to Spain. 
It was also noted that no opposition 
had been expressed to the proposal 
to transmit the exchange of correspon- 
dence to the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee with a request that the latter 
should decide on a date on which the 
measufes prohibiting “volunteers” 
should be put into operation simul- 
taneously with a scheme of super- 
vision. 

Foreign volunteers in the service of 
the Spanish Government do not ex- 
ceed 15,000, according to The Times. 

The figure was obtained from “a 
responsible Spanish Government 
source” in Paris on Monday. 


COMPULSORY TRAINING 
PLEA 


“Application of Christian 
Principles” 


E introduction of a system of 

compulsory military training 
on the lines of that in force in 
Switzerland was urged by the 
Dean of Winchester in a letter to 
The Times last week. 

He asked his readers to “recog- 
nize that, if there is to be any real 
regeneration of our national life, such 
as we might wish to associate with the 
Coronation year, it has got to be on 
a compulsory basis.” 

“Who will take it up?” he asked. 
“One might hope for a convergence 
of people of good will” and the Dean 
included under this heading “reli- 
gious leaders who would point out 
how such an effort would be a 
real application to the national life 
of principles which lie at the heart 
of Christianity.” 

There could be a conscience clause 
“so that those who would not handle 
a rifle might handle a spade instead.” 


REARMAMENT RESOLUTION 


The Dean of Winchester was also 
one of those to support a resolution 
brought before the Church Assembly 
this week which 


recognized “the right of the 
Government to the support of 
Christian citizens in maintain- 
ing such forces as it deems nec- 
essary in the pursuance of its 
declared policy “to use armed 
force only for the defence of 
the country and in the interests 
of international security and 
peace.”

THERE is always some- 
thing stimulating about argument 
with an opponent. 


You have to be on your metal, you 
have to understand his points in order 
to meet them; and even if you do not 
convert him you feel strengthened by 
the bout and may find that you must 
sharpen up some of your armoury of 
arguments. 

But dissention with people who 
are more or less in your own 
camp is a very different matter. 
It is hampering and depressing to find 
some one who is putting your own 
case the wrong way, and advocating 
compromises which you are con- 
vinced are fatal. 

So much is this the case in politics 
that time after time it may be found 
that disagreements within the political 
parties are far more bitter and 
acrimonious than the wider differences 
of fundamental principle between the 
parties themselves. 

Numerous instances of this could 
be quoted and political memoirs are 
full of them. In fact family quarrels 
are often the most serious and family 
opponents the most unrelenting.

Now I quite enjoy ar- 
guing with a man who believes 
that war is a law of nature, that 
by heaping up arms you can best 
secure peace or that the British 
Empire is a heaven-sent institu- 
tion for keeping the rest of the 
world in order. 

But when it comes to discussion 
with a keen believer in world peace 
which he, just as I do, considers to 
be attaina’le and rightly and urgently 
desirable for the future of civilization 
and humanity, but goes on to pro- 
claim that the only way to achieve it 
is either by collective “security” or by 
an international police force—well 
then I feel despondent and while try- 
ing to avoid acrimony with one who 
seems in so many ways to be on my 
side, I cannot hit out and the vigour 
I want in proclaiming my uncom- 
promising views wanes. 

I am so convinced that on the 
question of war or peace between 
nations there cannot be and there 
must not be any half way house and 
that the seeming reasonableness of 
the man who wants to proceed 
by stages is entirely misleading. Yet 
I feel he may attract more people 
than I can and so queer my pitch.

One is apt to feel a certain bitter- 
ness entering into one’s attitude. But 
this must be avoided.

In this as in all other 
cases one must try and understand 
the point of view and meet the 
arguments. 


Let us take collective “security,” a 
good sounding phrase of which many 
are enamoured. It means that the 
would-be aggressor, the breaker of the 
Covenant of the League or the breaker 
of treaties must be restrained, checked, 
and if need be punished by the com- 
bined forces of the other nations. 


To begin with, a League with- 
out the United States, Germany, 
or Japan in it is not at the pres- 
ent time a sufficiently authorita- 
tive body to impose its will on 
any nation. 


Recently even for economic sanc- 
tions there was lack of unanimity and 
sufficient indication that if they were 
to be made effective by means of mili- 
tary sanctions the whole burden would 
have fallen on two or three Powers 
while the rest would have done no 
more than applaud. 


Moreover it must never be forgot- 
ten that however flagrant the breach 
of the Covenant may be the guilty 
Power will always find friends who 
will deny its guilt and the others, 
owing to self-interest and future econ- 
omic and diplomatic relations, will be 
reluctant to take any step which will 
cause prolonged enmity with the na- 
tion in question. 


What more natural! We have not 
got any government in the world that 
is strictly impartial and completely 
disinterested.

Tue international police 
force is only an extension of the 
doctrine of collective “security.” 


Those who support it argue that 
rather than leave the question of con- 
tributions of military forces whether 
navy, army, or air force to a last 
moment decision, it would be prefer- 
able to organize and establish your 
international force beforehand so that 
it would be ready if and when the 
Council of the League of Nations 
gave the signal. But such a force as 
is imagined rests on a number of tech- 
nical considerations which are in- 
soluble. 


No serious attempt at settling the 
complicated mechanism of such a 
force has been made. The sup- 
porters of the proposal always

fall back on what it might do 
and give scant consideration to 
how it could do it. 


Its command, its location, its equiP- 
ment, its practice, its recruiting, ar 
set aside as details that can quite 
easily be arranged. 


It is safe to say that even the na- 
tions of the incomplete League as !!

lishment of anything of the kind. If 
they did it would be the surest way 
of dividing Europe and indeed thé 
world into two hostile camps.

Why Not Try New Way 


in India? 


"THE -use of the bombing plane to 
quell “turbulent” tribes on the 
North-West Frontier of India is the 
subject of constant condemnation. 
That there are better ways of dealing 
with the problem is pointed out in a 
letter from Gilbert Slater, published 
in the Manchester Guardian \ast week. 
“Surely,” he says, “the Soviet 
method of weaning such folk 
from their ancestral habits and 
winning them to civilized ways 
of living by developing the nat- 
ural resources of their country, 
building schools, and establish- 
ing effective health services and 
public care for women and child- 
ren is more sensible, more pro- 
fitable in the long run, and more 
creditable to the Government 
that uses it than our method af 
relying upon terrorism.” 

He adds that Indian demands for a 
change of policy have been ignored, 
even when these had been echoed by 
the Indian Legislative Assembly, and 
even an inquiry into the possibility 
of using other methods has been re- 
fused.

Japanese Editor’s 
Indictment 


In spite of the fact that freedom 
appears to be becoming extinct in 
Japan, a courageous lecture has re- 
cently been given in Tokio by the 
editor of the Oriental Economist, de- 
ploring the attitude of the press of 
Japan toward China. 

“I deplore,” he says, “that the 
newspapers appear to me as if 
they were organs daily engaged 
in the work not of promoting but 
of destroying peace among the 
nations of the world. This is a re- 
sult of having been carried away by 
extreme nationalism. 

“Perhaps it would be more appro- 
priate to say it was a result of the 
press having adapted itself to the ser- 
vitude of bureaucratic diplomacy, 
labouring, no doubt, under the mis- 
taken notion that such an alliance 
would be helpful to the diplomacy 
of the country. c 

“Needless to say, the mission of 
the press as an international factor 
is not to become an uncritical servant 
of bureaucratic diplomacy or its 
propaganda organ. Its mission should 
be higher, its purpose loftier.”

“NO WAR PROFITS” 
PLEA 


A demand that American soldiers 
should not fight on foreign soil was 
made at the 34th annual convention 
of the National Farmers’ Union of the 
U.S.A. 


The Union has pledged its sup- 
port of mandatory neutrality 
legislation, extended to include 
embargoes on basic war ma- 
terials. 


It also demanded that all war in- 
dustries should be nationalized and 
that profit be taken out of war, that 
compulsory military training in schools 
be abolished, and that freedom of 
speech, press, and assembly be safe- 
guarded.—Nofrontier News Service. 


An article recently published in the 
Rotarian Magazine pointed out that 
before the last penny is paid for the 
world war, it will have cost the U.S.A. 
100 billion dollars.

As the idea behind the LV.S.P.

I have found (with one exception) 
that people do not want England to 
think too much of peace (writes a 
correspondent in Switzerland). 

They are terrified of all the rubbish 
they read about Germany and the 
“red hand and eye” of Moscow, and 
“peace” (or at any rate disarmament) 
leaves them very cold. All our 
friends here are Swiss (we know no 
English) and the greater part are left- 
ward and interested in cooperation, 
mostly belonging to the teaching 
profession.

HE national mectings have 

had packed audiences. The 
enthusiasm at Leicester was re- 
ferred to by one correspondent as 
“bewildering”! 


He evidently thinks that the 
“man in the street” is swallowing 
the sugared pills put out for him 


by Mr. Duff Cooper and others. 
The truth is that he is doing some 
hard thinking. 


Groups can intensify this “thinking 
out process” within their areas by get- 
ting into close contact with all signa- 
tories of the P.P.U. and becoming 
centres of information and activity; 
advertise in the local press, open 
peace shops, take stalls in the mar- 
kets for literature, and so on. 


For example, at Cheadle Hulme 
recently more than five hundred 
people heard James Hudson speak on 
the P.P.U., and the need for a new 
world arrangement. The meeting took 
place in the local cinema, and a series 
of peace films was shown. 


What is hoped to be one of the 
largest meetings held in a North 
London suburb will take place in an- 
other cinema (the Palmadium) at 
Palmers Green on March 7, when 
George Lansbury will be the speaker. 


The Palmers Green, Southgate, 
and Winchmore Hill group has 
decided to make this venture, which 
will cost at least £40, at a time when 
its funds were about 2s. 3d.! 


Another form of propaganda, a 
peace exhibition, was used by the 
Todmorden Pacifist Group recently 
—shortly to become a P.P.U. group. 
The exhibition showed, among other 
things, conflicting aims of belligerents, 
even when allies, and the new menace 
of the air. Constructive peace work 
was also illustrated. 


Much can also be done in the way 
of investigating and discussing the 
causes of war, as was done by Stanley 
Parkes at a meeting of the Reading 
group last week.

WAYS TO STOP WAR 


Alternative proposals for the pre- 
vention of war will be discussed in 
a series of lectures to be held by the 
L.N.U. and the P.P.U. in Esdale Hall, 
Hoddesdon, at 8 p.m. on the last three 
Thursdays in February.

GERMAN VIEW OF HITLERISM 


From Our Own Correspondents 


LARGE numbers had to be 
turned away at the first public 
meeting this term of the Oxford 
University Pacifist Association, 
which was held last week in the 
Friends’ Meeting House. 


Bertrand Russell, who addressed the 
meeting, said if we go to war we must 
go in properly and win, and _there- 
fore we must cause the death of a 
large number of people who know 
nothing about war and care less; and 
when enough of them have been killed 
we shall expect the others to love us. 


“But,” he said, “the things that 
you can only achieve by fighting 
are violent and brutal, and do 
not make for human happiness.” 


Lord Ponsonby, another of the 
sponsors of the P.P.U., spoke to 
Liverpool undergraduates at a meeting 
of the Students’ Union last week. Dur- 
ing the question time which followed 
his address, a German student rose in 
defence of the German viewpoint. In 
spite of the fact that they possessed 
a large army, they hated militar- 
ism, because the suffering of the 
Germans in the last war was more 
than any other people. 


Lord Ponsonby replied that no 
tountry had the right to condemn the 
Government of another country. That 
the friendship of people should come 
uppermost was the belief of the Peace 
Pledge Union.

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WORDS AND 
ACTIONS 


OR those who make it a matter of 
principle not to question the 
utlerances of statesmen—on _ the 
ground that they are not less sincere 
than we are, whereas their difficulties 
are infinitely greater—Herr Hitler’s 
speech to the Reichstag on Saturday 
must have represented just about the 
last word in reassurance, though even 
they must surely have wished that 
Russia had not been so conspicuously 
absent from the list of countries with 


which Germany was willing to co- 
operate. 


Unfortunately, however, that events 
do not always bear much relation to 
promises is a matter of actual proved 
fact, not a mere figment of the 
imagination of any cynic. So that, 
whether we frankly doubt his words 
or (as we prefer) take the view that 
actions—not necessarily his own— 
speak louder than, words, we find it 
impossible to see any sign of peace 
coming nearer as a result of Herr 
Hitler's speech—nor any sign of war. 
Having already repudiated practically 
all the provisions of the Versailles 
Treaty that mattered to anybody, the 
solemn withdrawal of Germany's 
signature from the “War guilt” 
clause comes us something of an 
anti-climax, especially to those of us 
—despised by Herr Hitler as pacifists 
—who “withdrew” it years ago. 
More important was the reply to Mr. 
Eden's (and others’) allegation that 
German policy is tending toward 
“national exclusiveness,” for here 
especially the test of actions applies. 
His answer does, indeed, reveal 
actions very unlike those of an isola- 
tionist nation. But what does his co- 
operation” amount to but attempts at 
an alliance—naturally on as great a 
scale as possible—of anti-communist 
peoples against communism every- 
where? That may be defended as a 
legitimate interpretation of “coopera- 
tion”; but it does not seem yet to 
have become the British view. Cer- 
tainly it cannot be accepted by those 
whose concern is for the general good 
rather than for any group’s, however 
large. If it be protested that it is a 
matter of doubt as to whether any- 
thing but the overthrow of com- 
munism will do anyone any good, 
then surely there is a case for in- 
quiry as to just what is needed in the 
way of economic reform to ensure 
that the nations’ needs are met with- 
out recourse to war. But that is just 
what Germany is declared to have 
refused—to take part in the League’s

WILFRED WELLOCK asks 


PEACE 


1. 
SPAIN 


HE fascist rising in Spain 
has presented an unanswer- 
able challenge to many 
pacifists. When asked what they 
would do if they lived in Spain 
these days they are at a loss for 


an answer. A few have given up 


their pacifist faith. 


Speaking for myself, after taking 
stock of all the wreckage that has 
taken place, physical, material, and 
spiritual, in Spain, during recent 
months, I say there must be a better 
way of dealing with a military rising 
than that of violence, and I am con- 
vinced that there is. 


As I see it, the Spanish situa- 
tion presents two questions to 
the pacifist: First, are your 
methods capable of preventing 
these class military uprisings? 
Second, if not, are they capable 
of combating them with a 
reasonable hope of success? 


* * 


IRST. The war resister of today 
accepts it as a first principle that 
justice is a part of peace, and that in 
pursuing peace he must insist on 
justice. The call of pacifism is thus a 
call for a quickened social conscience; 
it is a call to the Church, to the 
privileged classes themselves, to all 
who value liberty and realize the 
urgency for peace, to recognize that 
if war, revolution and decades of 
dictatorship and terror are to be 
avoided, a supreme, united effort must 
be made to establish justice within 
and between the nations. 


By carrying this gospel into regions. 


which have hitherto resisted it by 
reason of prejudice, bribery, false 
religion, and subtly disguised hypoc- 
risies, a sufficient amount of the 
opposition to the social changes that 
are needed to create a reasonable 
society may be broken down to en- 
able those changes to take place with- 
out serious trouble. 

That is a possibility which pacifists 
must envisage and utilize. 

It is the duty of every lover 
of peace to spread abroad the 
knowledge that the economic 
system under which we live has 
brought about an impasse, hav- 
ing made available a volume of 
goods which the millions who 
have produced them need, but 
are not able to purchase, because

proposed inquiry on raw materials 
and allied problems. That is an im- 
portant fact which is not explained 
away by all Herr Hitler's fine words 
about cooperation. On the contrary, 
the League's effort is a refutation of 
the Fiihrer’s suggestion that it is con- 
cerned only to maintain the status 
quo. In the light of these facts what 
are we to think of the prospects of a 
peaceful settlement of the world’s 
problems?

the means to do so have been 
cornered by those who control 
the system; and that from this 
condition a _ thousand _ evils 
spring. 


The intelligence of mankind must 
inevitably revolt against this condition, 
and demand a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the social system. If this 
effort at social awakening succeeds, 
well and good, but if it fails, unrest 
among the masses will bring forward 
a Left Government pledged to give 
effect to fundamental changes, when 
the privileged classes may reply with 
a military coup. 


Let those who would give an easy 
denial to this suggestion remember 
that, up to the present, in every coun- 
try where this critical stage has been 
reached, events have moved in the 
direction I have indicated, with the 
result that democratic liberty has de- 
parted from country after country 
until dictatorship spreads its heavy 
wings over the greater part of the 
earth. 


* * 


UT what should be made clear is 
that this condition does not con- 
stitute a victory for the reaction. It 
is only a part of the story, as further 
revolt is inevitable if civilization is to 
survive. 

It is inconceivable that, after en- 
during centuries of hard struggling to 
attain democratic freedom, humanity 
will retrace its steps, sacrifice its 
greatest treasures, the exercise of 
freedom over such vital matters as 
religion, politics, social idealism and 
the higher forms of art, and conform 
to the rules and regulations of a self- 
appointed oligarchy which, under the 
guise of a totalitarian State, seeks to 
perpetuate a class-based society. 

Germany and Italy are proving that 
in order to maintain such a State it 
is necessary from time to time to in- 
crease the pressure of authority, to 
tighten up the intelligence department. 
appoint more and more spies and 
special police. 

There must be a limit to that 
process, since it is bound to re- 
sult either in a degenerate so- 
ciety or revolution. 


The necessary and, moreover, the 
final condition of democracy is social 
justice, and the choice which coun- 
tries like Great Britain have now to 
make, and quickly, is between travel- 
ling thither by the straight path of 
constitutional change, albeit drastic, 
or via military risings and dictator- 
ship, revolution and a second dictator- 
ship, and thus, after maybe forty or 
fifty years of bloodshed, dictatorship, 
and terror, to wander back into de- 
mocracy sadder and wiser for their 
tragic but unnecessary experience. 


* * 
CGECOND. If, however, the fore- 

going, which we may call the 
first line of attack upon the revolt 
against constitutionalism, or the 
method of peaceful change, should 
fail, what policy should war resisters 
adopt when confronted with a 
military coup? 
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DO THE FACTS DISPROVE 
THE PACIFIST CASE? 


In my view that policy should 
embrace as its two main items 
the folding of arms, and frater- 
nization with the “enemy.” 


It should be the aim of war 
resisters to make it impossible for the 
insurgents to carry on. But the 
folded arms policy should be carried 
out scientifically, due regard being 
paid to the maintenance of the 
services essential to health. 


I have great faith in the policy of 
fraternization, which should be 
practised on a wide scale, among 
every section of the insurgents, with 
a view to revealing to them what |S 
at stake, and what it is they are really 
doing. The rank and file would very 
soon break down under this treat 
ment, which would be administere 
with great friendliness and g00 
humour. 


Obviously, if such a policy is to D& 
applied, the time to advocate and train 
for it is now, and | am not at 2! 
sure that the mere advocacy of it 
would not. prevent an uprising, 
since pacifist methods are we 
most difficult. of all for the mill 
tarist to deal with. They simply 
do not fit’ in with his scheme o 
things, and so confound him.

LANGUAGE DIFFICULTY 


NDER the agreement which 

has been reached, the Sanjak 
constitutes a separate entity and 
enjoys full independence in its in- 
ternal affairs. Responsibility for 
the conduct of its external affairs 
will rest with Syria, and the San- 
jak will have the same customs 
lariff and monetary administra- 
tion as Syria. 


Shortly before agreement was 
Teached some difficulty was en-

Official language for the district which 
Was overcome by making Turkish the 
Official language and empowering the 
League Council to designate a second 
Official language. 


LEAGUE CONTROL 

The League will retain certain 
Supervisory powers, and a delegate 
Of French nationality will be ap- 
Pointed by the Council to exercise 
Supervision on the spot. and he will 
ave certain powers to deal with any 
Cgislative irregularities. 

A Franco-Turkish Treaty will be 
concluded, in which will be de- 
termined the manner in which those 
States are to guarantee the terri- 
torial integrity of the Sanjak. 
Another agreement, between 
France, Turkey, and Syria, will 
guarantee the inviolability of the 
Turco-Syrian frontier and will 
Prohibit within Syrian and Turk- 
ish territory any organization 
directed against their respective 
regimes. 

The Sanjak has hitherto been ad- 
Ministered by France as part of the 
Mandated territory of Syria. Both 
Syria and Alexandretta were Turkish 
erritory—the former having been 
'tansferred to France after the War.

Ment between France and Turkey.

“SURPRISES” NOW 
ENDED 


No German Treaty with 
Russia 


THE speech of Herr Hitler to 
the Reichstag last Saturday 
contained, as have © similar 
speeches. in the past. a decision 
not to recognize a part of the 
Versailles Treaty. 

The paragraph from which 
many’s signature was 
withdrawn was that known as_ the 
“War guilt” clause. Germany, de- 
clared Herr Hitler, had recovered 
her full sovereignty and the period 
of “so-called surprises” was over. 

So far as Sovict Russia was con- 
cerned, any further treaty arrange- 
ment beyond the “necessary State re- 
lations” would be of no value to Ger- 
many. Herr Hitler dismissed Mr. 
Eden’s recent statement that the British 
Government did not wish to - see 
Europe divided into two camps by 
saving that the division of the world 
and not only of Europe, into halves 
was already an accomplished fact. 


NO ISOLATION 


The charge that Germany was de- 
liberately choosing the path of isola- 
tion was refuted. “Our relations with 
most States are normal and are very 
friendly with quite a number,” he 
added. 

There could be no humanly 
conceivable object of dispute 
whatsover between Germany and 
France, while Belgium and Hol- 
land had been assured of Ger- 
many’s readiness to recognize 
their integrity for all time. 
“From the economic point of view,” 

he said, “there is not the least reason 
to assert that Germany ts giving up 
international cooperation.” 

While it was admitted that only 
those in London could decide what 
arms were necessary for the British 
Empire, it was claimed that ‘the esti- 
mate of our need for protection is 
decided exclusively in Berlin.” 


COLONIES 


On the subject of colonies, it was 
explained that “Germany has no col- 
onial claims on countries which have 
taken no colonies away from her.” 
The demand for colonies would 
again and again be raised as a 
matter of course. ; 

Hardly anywhere has the speech 
teceived a warm welcome. France’s 
Foreign Minister said last week-end 
that France and Germany were not 
the only countries in the world and 
the maintenance of peace was gov- 
erned by general rules which did not 
depend on them alone.

HE New Year campaign of the Peace Pledge Union reaches 
its close tonight (Saturday) at a meeting in the Kursaal Hall at 


Southend-on-Sea. 


Some of the recent meetings have had to contend with inclement weather. 


At Edinburgh on Thursday of last 
week, for example, only three hundred 
people were present. due to bad 
weather and the ravages of influenza. 
Small numbers were balanced by con- 
siderable interest. however, and 
PEACE NEWS was bought by half 
of those present. 


Mrs. Hardie Hughes, daughter of 
the late Keir Hardie, recalled the 
fact that her father once had to leave 
Edinburgh when he went there to pro- 
test against the Boer War. 


She hoped it was realized that the 
men who had protested against that 
war were right. Women had just as 
much right as men to make their pro- 
test, and to make it now. 


“ABSOLUTE MURDER” 


The chairman. Brig.-Gen. F. P. 
Crozier, declared that the front line 
of the next war would be the homes 
of the people. It would be absolute 
murder. 


Dr. Herbert Gray, another 
speaker, pointed out that every 
war laid the seeds of another 
war. They would soon see the end 
of war, he added, if the first 
people to be called out were the 
Cabinets. 


He warned the audience that the 
Empire would be the curse of the 
world if they made a close corpora- 
tion of selfish peoples living for their 
own ends, 


At Southampton on the following 
evening the weather again prevented 
some people from attending the meet- 
ing. It was. nevertheless, the first 
pacifist meeting of any great size that 
had been held in Southampton, and 
an audience of a thousand heard 
speakers who included a peer, a bri- 
gadier-general. an ex-air pilot, and 
a woman barrister. 


The case for pacifism from the 
point of view of the practical 
politician was put by Lord 
Arnold, who said he believed it

Possibilities for Propaganda 


AST week I mentioned that I have 
heard a good deal about the 
activities of Gaumont-British Instruc- 
tional, who are nearing the close of 
the second series of five-year plans 
whereby it is their intention to make 
fifty «educational films yearly. 


Recently, for example, a G.-B. I. 
film unit spent ten days as guests of 
the King of the little known Carib 
Islands, in a “palace” which was a 
hut less than ten feet by eight feet in 
area! G.-B. made a film dealing with 
some of the dying industries for 
which the Caribs were once famous. 

The unit spent six months in the West 
Indies for this series, and exposed 
more than 100,000 feet of film for 
geographical interest films. 


Another series in active prepara- 
tion are the ‘secrets of life’ films. 
which are shown in schools through- 
out the Empire. 


There are produced, too, such 
popular subjects as “How to Swim,” 
demonstrated by famous experts. 


On the other hand, G.-B. are 
also producing such technical in- 
terest films as one in which 
(dealing with blood circulation) 
a dead heart was made to beat. 
Professor Winifred Cullis is only 
one distinguished name which 
appears in connexion with this 
and similar films. 


I have already mentioned in past 
numbers the production of The Gap, 
now completed, and a heredity film 
in which Sir Dan Godfrey appears. 


NATURE FILMS 


Nature films have always had a 
great appeal for me, and it is good 
to hear that Mary Field, acknow- 
ledged expert, is producing natural 
history films such as The Tawny 
Owl, shortly to be released, dealing 
with the “private life” of that queer 
looking bird. 


Recently, headmasters of famous 
public schools were themselves able 
to judge how progressive G.-B. have 
been in recent years, and how 
valuable is their contribution to the 
educational cinema, for they saw (at 
the Headmasters’ Association confer- 
ence) a programme of their instruc- 
tional films. 


They included four of Dr. Julian 
Huxley’s biological series, and met 
with greatest admiration and ap- 
proval. 

Now, it mav not be generally known 
that many of these films are avail- 
able on hire at very reasonable cost 
for showing to specialized audiences. 


The danger of a second world 
war becomes obviously greater 
with every day that passes.

This means that, if you and I 
were to decide that an educa- 
tional film show in our district, 
in aid of P.P.U. activities or 
otherwise, would be appreciated 
and would do good, we should 
merely have to book a _ hall, 
select our programme (with the 
expert aid of the producers of 
the films, Gaumont) and we 
should be able to hire apparatus, 
films and operator very reason- 
ably. 


PEACE FILMS 


Before going into the question of 
costs, however, let me tell you a little 
about some peace films which are 
also available on hire in much the 
same way. 


Recent articles in PEACE NEWS 
have lamented the fact that the 
cinema has had little to contribute, as 
far as general cinema is concerned, 
to the cause of peace. 


It is, therefore, welcome news that 
there are available films which deal 
with the horrors of war, and the 
desire for peace. 


Three of these (Defence of Britain, 
10 minutes; End of St. Petersburg, 85 
minutes; and Hell Unlimited, 30 
minutes) have been specially recom- 
mended to PEACE NEWS, and 
though | have not yet myself had the 
opportunity of seeing them, J shall 
do so, | hope, within the next few 
days and in a later article will deal 
more exhaustively with them. 

These, and other films with a 
definite appeal to pacifists, can be 
hired from Kino Films Ltd. 


It would be a splendid thing 
if some PEACE NEWS readers 
would organize peace film shows 
in their districts, using, perhaps, 
one definite peace appeal film 
backed up with educational sub- 
jects. 


One can imagine that some prom- 
inent local peace-worker would be in 
the chair, to give the meeting a good 
send-off. 


HIRE ARRANGEMENTS 


Now, what would all this cost? 
Let’s suppose that you would be in 
the same position as I!—that you 
would require films, operator, and 
projector, and that you were giving 
one evening performance.

Dis- 
armament by example means setting 
an example in a policy based on the 
very opposite of arms, not inviting 
disaster by an inadequate basis to a 
policy that envisages war as a possi- 
bility.

MUSIC: AN INTERNATIONAL 
LANGUAGE

INCE music is the outcome of 

phsyical laws most of us like a 
tune of some sort or another. Says 
Weber, Musik ist die Wahre allge- 
meine Menschensprache. 


Moreover, there is consolation to 
be got from listening to symphonies 
a hundred years old, for they prove 
that in the long run only a man’s 
spirit counts and not the colour of his 
shirt. Schubert and Wagner might 
have been Nazis. Puccini might 
have been a fascist. 

Shirts will fade, but the spirit soars 
to heaven. 

I have seen reports that Manuel de 
Falla, the Spanish composer, has be- 
come demented as a result of the 
civil war. His friends have been mur- 
dered. De Falla himself has been in- 
terned in an asylum for the last two 
months. 

This is terrible news, for De Falla 
might have done more than anyone 
to lead Spanish music into its own. La 
Vide Breve, his most popular work, 
has the lilt and gaiety that we have 
come to associate with a country full 
of romance. It has the haunting tune- 
fulness of Bizet’s Carmen. 

Strangely enough, Bizet was a 
Frenchman who never saw Spain. His 
Opera, still one of the most popular 
of them all, showed Spanish com- 
posers the imaginative possibilities of 
their own land. They seemed destined 
to write second-class music that missed 


the point—they were not nearly 
Spanish enough. 
Music lovers and all those with 


more than a passing interest in life 
will wish De Falla well. Let us hope 
that in time he will not only recover 
his reason but bring back to us the 
spirit of another, happier Spain. 


REFUGEES' ORCHESTRA 


The Palestine Symphony Orchestra, 
founded by Bronislaw Hubermann to 
absorb some of the German Jewish 
musicians banished from their own 
land, is having a successful season. 
Its first eight concerts have been con- 
ducted gratis by Arturo Toscanini. 


This is good news. Hubermann, 
who was at one time interested in the 
Pan-Europe movement, has demon- 
strated by this venture how much can 
be done by a little personal sacrifice 
and the spirit of cooperation. Huber- 
mann is one of the world's great vio- 
linists, and he might have been touring 
the world reaping individual glory in 
vast halls. Instead, he has been taking 
practical steps to help his fellow- 
artists in distress.

FINANCE POLICY 
AND WAR 


HAVE never failed to condemn war 

as the most futile, brutal, and un- 
Christian method of settling inter- 
national disputes. 


But it is evident that the Peace 
Pledge Union believes that that only 
is “war” which consists of an inter- 
national mass murder competition 
with the latest lethal inventions of the 
slaughter specialists, in which case all

RESEARCH WORK

a Rome report, January 29. 


FRANCE 
Replies that were described in a 
Paris report, January 28, as “re- 
assuring” were given by the Minister 
of War in the French Chamber to 
questions about frontier defences. 


GERMANY 
A decree issued on January 31 for- 
bids the acceptance by Germans of 
the Nobel Peace Prize. The founda- 
tion of a German national prize for 
art and science was announced.
